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1, During May 1951 the cabinet of Ante Pavelic's Croat government—in-oxile 
sent notes to all the diplomatic missions in Argentina end to the United 
Nations, The notes ware signed by Vjekoslav Vraneic, Vice President, andi 
by Count Petar Pejacevic, Minister of Foreign Relations. 


2. By 24 May Pavelic's cabinet had received two replies to the notes, The 
first was a message from the Czechoslovak Legation in Buenos Aires expressing 
satisfaction with “the reorgenization of the Croat government—in-sxile, The 
Counselor of the Czechoslovak Legation subsequently made a personal cal? 
upon Pejacevic to express verbally the same sentiments. 


3. The second reply was a note to Pejacevie from the Humgerian Legation in 
Buenos, Aires, Its wording was reported to be identical with that of the 
Gzechoslovak note,
